COLLEGE BEGINS 
WORK THIS FALL 


Meeting of Board of Man- 
agement of Presbyterian 
Institution. 


As a Tesult of the meeting of the 
Board of Management of the Presby- 
terian College held yesterday in Firat 
Presbyterian church, Edmonton, steps 
will at once be taken to put the new 
educational institution into active op- 
eration, Strong financial support and 
co-operation and sympathy from the 


denomination in all parts of the 
province have been assured. The 
meeting was largely attended and 


most encouraging to those who have 
the success of the new college at 
heart, ° 

The chair was occupied by Dr. Me- 
Queen and the first business was the 
reading of the report of Principal 
Dyde outlining the business to be 
discussed, 

Financial Support 

Three ietters pledging financial 
support were submitted. One from 
Sdmonton First Presbyterian church 
guaranteed the salary of the Princip- 
al from year to year ,another from 
Knox Presbyterian church, Calgary, 
pledged the signors to the salary of 
member of the staff and a third 
from Knox church, Strathcona, un- 
dertook to supply half the salary of 
a second professor, Westminster and 
Robertson ehurches, Edmonton, also 
promised hearty support. It wag de- 
cided that the chair of the principal 
should be called the “D. G. McQueen 
chair.” Knox church, Calgary, will be 
invited to submit a name for the 
chair which they have undertaken to 
endow. A resolution was passed ex- 
pressing thanks for these offers, 

The board endorsed the whole en- 
dowment campaign and it was decid- 
ed to secure a staff and commence 
the erection of a building at once, A 
committee composed of Rev. J. M. 
Millar, H A. Calder and R. B, Doug- 
las, Strathcona, was appointed to ar- 
range for temporary quarters, 

New Member of Staff, 

It was decided that the 
warranted the appointment 
staff of an assistant to Principal 
Dyde, Rev. J, M. Millar, M.A.; B.D.; 
pastor of Knox Presbyterian church, 
Strathcona, was chosen. He will be 
known as professor of Homelitics and 
Pastoral Theology. The appointment 
will take effect on Sept. Ist and his 
resignation of Knox church pastorate 
will likely date from the same time, 

The board authorized the principal 
to look for a third member of the 
staff in the fall if the finances war-
